NEW YORK, March 18,1851. 


" Winter never rota in the sky ;" and tbo' 


we have seen very little of it in this city dur- 
ng the past three " winter months," as they 
are called, it was, (like the poor man's beard 
jeneath the negro's razor,) "bound to come." 
For the last eighteen hours, the snow baa fal- 
en with little intermission, and though it 
melU fast, the storm keeps a little ahead of 
the thaw—so that we have now more snow 
on the ground than we have had before for 
twelve months past.

ning, and the

of the occasion. Our Irish fellow-citizens had 
a rousing tune, some at one place and some at 
another; but the crack celebration appears 
to have been by the " Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick," at the Astor House. This Society, 
in respect to the wars of Ireland, have ab- 
stained for several years past, from their usu- 
al annual dinners. Auungthe regular toasts 
was this : 


" The United States and the union of the 


States : what God hath joined, let not man 
put asunder." 


The Society of " Young Friends of Ire- 


land," in the evening, celebrated the occasion 
at the Apollo Rooms. John B. Dillon and 
Richard O'Gorman, the some what famous ex- 
iles, were present. Among the regular toasts, 
was one which will hardly find a response in 
the heart of any lover of true liberty, whatev- 
er may be his religious creed. It was as fol- 
lows: 


" Pius the Ninth. While his infidel ene- 


mies have become even to themselves con- 
temptible, Pius, like a star of the first magni- 
tude, continues to shine, brilliant, serene and 
beautiful." 


Considering the Pope's persecution of Muz- 


zini, and other Italian patriots, this was a queer 
toast in New York, where so much sympathy 
was expressed for the oppressed Romans, 
whom, ten years ago, Pope Pius was assisting 
to throw off their yoke, but whom he is now 
enslaving and punishing for those very efforts 
tt enlargement which he so recently fostered. 
We all know how appropriately Pius the 
Ninth was toasted in this country at the com- 
mencement of the liberal movement in Italy.

Yorkers to his glory at that time ; and we all 
know that Bishop Hughes, of this city, has 
made that demonstration the capital upon 
which to obtain a Cardinal's hat; but who of 
us can toast Pius the Ninth now f " Consis- 
tency, thou art a jewel."

BOOTH 


The revival of letters, the discovery and 


application of the Mariner's compass to navi- 
gation, and the consequent establishment of 
extended international commerce, ushered in 
the reign of civilization, and pave a powerful 
stimulus to all branches of industry. The 
constabulary force and bands of mercenary 
soldiers superseded the use of a feudal tenant- 
ry, and relieved the Lords and Barons from 
their military dependence on the knights of 
the spade and the hoc. The improvements 
in Agriculture, in Manufactures and the Arts, 
and the application of machinery to the vari- 
ous industrial pursuits created new wants and 
brought the laborers into ruinous competi- 
tion with each other, and the reign of wafges- 
flavery—far more grinding 
feudal servitude—began. 
labor was reduced to the lowest 
quate <o iupport life, and

created a superabundance of products, and 
over-stocked the market, a part of the labor- 
ers must be turned out of employment, with- 
out lands of their own to cultivate, and with 
no resource but beggary or crime, till a scarci- 
ty of products again raiaed the price of labor, 
when the same process of over-production was 
repeated and followed by similar results. So 
that through the combined influence of Land 
Monopoly, Capital and Machinery, the anom- 
olous spectacle is nresented, in the old world 
and in the new, that, when the products of 
Jabor necassary to the comfort and happiness 
of man are cheapest and most abundant, the 
condition of t h j laboring landless poor is most 
helpless and wretched. And the scarcity and 
costliness of these products, by creating a de- 
mand for labor, becomes a blessing to the 
poor; and their cheapness and abundance, by 
driving labor out of the market, and compell- 
ing those who work to sell themselves to the 
highest bidder, becomes a curse. And so terri- 
bly have the gifts of God been perverted by 
oppressive legislation, and so extensively have 
the bounties of this Providence been appro- 
priated and monopolized by the few, that 
when the earth is fullest of all things useful 
to make the cup of human happiness o'erflow, 
and when one universal chorus of thanks- 
giving should go up to Heaven from every 
household, for the abundant supply 
their wants, the rich are rolling in 
wealth, and the poor, whose hands have 
created it, are actually begging, and starv- 
ing, and dying for want of bread. 


In Ireland, with land enough, if properly 


divided nnd cultivated, to support twice the 
population, a million of human beings have 
perished of hunger within the last six years, 
crushed out of existence by the hand of Land 
Monopoly. Let those who decry the prin- 
ciple of Land Limitation, on the ground that 
it will cheapen the price of land, go to un- 
happy Ireland, where land monopoly has had 
full sway for centuries, and has had ample 
«cope to work out its legitimate results, and 


a week, while the pnce of rants had nil the 
while been rising. Thus making; the dispro- 
portion agatntt the laboring cJiseea doubly 
oppressive. 


Nor is it any answer to say, that you can 


not reason from the condition of the laboring 
classes in England, to the condition of the 
laboring classes in this country, and that the 
depressed condition of laborers there, is owing 
to the system of nobility; because, if this were 
so, the wealth produced by the laboring 
classes would go to the lords and nobles, many 
of whom are poor enough. Whereas it goes 
to the capitalists—to the money Kings who 
have built up a power behind the throne 
greater than the throne itself, and who dic- 
tate pence and war, and govern the nations 
with their golden sceptre. Nor is it attribu- 
table to the heavy burdens of taxation, tho' 
this aggravates their evils. For the taxes are 
paid and still wealth chough remains in the 
community to make all independent, provided 
the laborers could retain possession of the fruits 
of their own industry. But by the system of 
Land Monopoly, being denied free 
access 


the earth, and rendered unable to become 
their own emplojers, and therefore unable to 
press into their service the powers of nature, 
and the fertilizing agencies of air and water, 
of light and heat, they are compelled to sell 
their services to the capitalists who employ 
machinery—that ia the powers of nature—to 
subdue nature herself for their benefit, and 
retain all the wealth the laborers produce, 
above that which is necessary for their sub- 
sistence. So that under the system of Land 
Monopoly, the wealth, instead of going to the 
producer, goes to the employer—to the capi- 
talist—and even the powers of nature are put 
into requisition to work out for the toilers a 
more abject poverty, and make their condition 
more dependent and helpless. But under a 
land limitation system, the laborers wonld 
be secure of a home, and land enough to fur- 
nish a supply for their wants, and the pro- 
ducers being ;ible to become their own em- 
ployers, would enjoy the fruits of their own 
industry, and then machinery, improvements 


during this time, would go to swell the sum 
total of the Value of labor. Thi» shows you, 
at a glance* Where the wealth of the communi- 
ty comes from. Wbat becomes of this wealth? 
Bat a small portion of it, ever cotneg into the 
possession of the landless laborers, but it goes 
to swell the previous accumulations of the; 
capitalists. 
Suppose now, that it required 


in the arts and sciences, and all the powers of 
nature would combine to promote the com- 
mon good of nil. 


My answer to those who nsk why do you 


go to'Grent Britain for your illustrations, is ; 
Human nature is the same everywhere, and 


}ie will find the land dearer than gold, but 
the people held cheaper than dust; for the soil 
lias been enriched with the hearts' blood of 
millions of her people, who, to enhance the 
•value of the hinds, have been sacrificed on 
the altar of Land Monopoly. He will find 
eight millions of people in the green Isle of 
the ocean, and the soil all monopolized by less 
than 3,000 l«nd owners. In England, at the 
beginning of the present century, there were 
240.000 land owners. Now there are but 
about 30,000; or but one-eighth as many land 
owners as there were 50 years a«o. And 
this could not have resulted from the system 
of entail, for entailed estates can not be 
alienated, but it has occurred chiefly by the 
purchase of lands held by titles similar to 
those which obtain in this country. And the 
same process of absorption—of concentrating 
the lands of the many in the hands of the few 
i« going on in this country, especially in the 
older States. 


In Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, 


New York, nnd in alt the older settled free 
Stntcs, the smaller landed proprietors are sell- 
ing out to the large and wealthy land owners, 
and removing to the new States, where land 
is cheap and abundant. The number of small 
land owners ia constantly growing less, and 
the number of large land owners is continu- 
ally increasing, notwithstanding the rapid in- 
crease of population. And under the present 
land system, whore the motto is, " Every one 
for himsolf and the devil take tho hindmost," 
this ovil must increase; and when the popula- 
tion becomes dense, and the lands are all 
monopolized and appropriated by the few, 
we shall have a repetition, on our own soil, 


the money power is no more oppressive and 
exacting there, than here. I take England 
and Ireland for illustrations, because there 
the system of Land Monopoly has gone to 
seed—because there it has had time to mature 
. , Its fruits and work out its legitimate results; 


of all and if there were any redeeming features in 
their the system, there has been ample time for 


their development. We point to the cluster- 
ing curses which Land Monopoly has wrought 
out for the people of Great Britain, as pro- 
phetic warnings of the desolation which 
make haste and will not tarry for the landless 
poorjin this country, unless the sovereign voice 
of the people shall say to the spirit of Land 
Monopoly, by a legal enactment, THUS FAR, 
AND NO FARTHER. 


But we need not go abroad to find illustra- 


tions of the evils of Land Monopoly. 
We 


find them every where at home—obvious 
as the light—omnipresent as the surrounding 
air. 
What mean those strikes, which occur 


almost weekly in the different cities of the 
Union, among the carpenters, the hatters, the 
shoemakeis, the tailors, the ironworkers, the 
operatives in our factories, and the workmen 
of every trade and occupation ? They are 
homeless and landless, unable to become their 
own employers, and the market is overstocked 
with labor, and their wages are reduced be- 
low the living point, and they combine, in 
vain, to demand of their employers a higher 
price for their work, to enable them to keep 
themselves and families from starving. 
Why 


of the scenes of destitution and wunt, of 
orer-grown 
which now 
tears and death. 


Nor, if the past, in an earnest of the future, 


are the improvements in science, in agricul- 
ture, and machinery, and the multiplication 
of railroads and telegraphs, and the facilities 
of inter-communication to inura to the bene- 
fit of the 1a*dl«n* laborer. They only serve 
to swell the wettlth of the capitalists, and to 
make broader and more impassable the gulf 
between the woallhy lancl-holdow, and the 
Undies* poor. 
Tnke, for illustration, the 


condition of England now, compared with 
its condition 40 years ago. 
In 1793, th* 


whole productive power of labor jn England 
was in the ratio of one laan's labor tor each 
inhabitant. In 1817, owing to the introduc- 
tion of machinery and the discoveries in 
science, the whole productive power of labor 
in England WHS in the ratio of twelve men'* 
labor to ererjr inhabitant: that it, I ho ratio 
was It tiiMS greater than it was 84 yean 
|>revbus, and at (his ttnm it must be JO times 
greater. A*d jet tb« condition of the labor- 
ers — thuse who produce alt the wealth in 
England — inslssd of belnf improved i« this 
ratio, as it *««tt be uader a just system, is 
f»r wort* than it was in 179*. In a Chrono-

are so many strong-handed men, able and wil- 
ling to work, socking employment, in vain? 
Why are 300 carpenters, in Milwaukee, at 
this hour, out of employment, and why have 
many of them for months been unable to find 
any work to do? 
Why are three-fourths of 


the families in this city, to-day, living in oth- 
er people's houses, at exorbitant rents, but be- 
cause Land Monopoly, right here, has so in- 
creased the price of land as to put it out of 
the power of tbe great majority to purchase, 
and compelled them to make a virtue of ne- 
cessity, and to submit to high rents, instead 
of building Homes of their own. Nor is the 
evil confined to this city. 
The improved 


lands in this State are fast passing out of the 
hands of the original purchasers, and into the 
hands of capitalists and moneyed men. If the 
statement made in thjs Hall, recently, by a 
larpe real estate holder, be true, the capital- 
ists have already covered with their mortga- 
ges nine-tenths of all the farms in the North- 
ern, Eastern, and Southern Sections of toe 
State. 


The farmer*, mechanics, nnd laboring 


men of Wisconsin, have created the wealth of 
Wisconsin, hove built up ita cities and villages, 


wealth and helpless poverty, |have cleared up its forests and broken up its 
makes Ireland an Aceldama o f^prairies, have cultivated its farms, and con- 


structed its roads, and dotted them all over 
with human habitationj—have made Wiscon- 
sin «n astonishment to her sister States, and 
the pride and plory of the Union. And yet, 
unless the spirit of Land Monopoly be check- 
ed by legal limitation, many ot the producers 
of this wealth will be driven off from their old 
homesteads to the wilderness, on the outskirts 
of civilization, again to lay anew the founda- 
tions of other people's homes, and to plant a 
riew harvest for the sickles of the Land Mon- 
opolists. 


All the wealth of the world has been pro- 


duced by labor. To show you the vast amount 
of wealth produced by the laboring classes, 
which ^oea unrecompensed into the coffers of 
thcToapithlists, I refer you to the article, ''La- 
bor," in Encyclopedia Americana. The an- 
nual market valu? of labor is there estimated 
at " one-firth of the value of tee whole capital 
of a community. That is, supposing; (he capi- 
tal to be stationary, the value of too whole 
capital, inclndiBg Itfndr, boildiag*, anioaais, 
furniture, uUHuribj, and *v«ry vendible Ihinp 
whatsoever, it consumed and reproduced ev- 
ery five year*." That «, the *atue of the la- 
bor of the people of Wisconsin, in five yews, 
would Am* *« «fttire value of all tbe pres- 
*nt weetrtt of Wisconsin, including all the 
land*, and Ixittdiajp, and persocuU property, 
and eMrjr thing *kwh «ojtsti|«|et oawtttl.— 
And ta*, too, o« toe sin>pcHif too tfift* the 
f.pUal. «aO* *6t ht 
yean! And all (to 


one half of what the laboring classes produce 
to support themselves and familjei. Though 
they were worth nothing to*day, under a just 
system which secured wealth to those who 
produce it, in ten years' time they would pos- 
sess an aggregate of wealth,as the fruit of their 
own earnings, equal to the entire value of all 
the property, real and personal, in the State. 
And yet our opponents accuse us of " legal- 
ized robbery," for our efforts to secure to the 
laborer his rights, and uphold a system which 
thus takes from the laborer the fruit of his 
toil, and transfers it, without any equivalent, 
to the hands of the non-producers. 


Look, too, at the social and moral evils 


which grow out of the present system of Land 
Monopoly, The great mission of every hu- 
man being on the earth, is the harmonious 
development of all his powers of body and 
mind, and the devotion of those powers to just 
and worthy ends. But as their free right to the 
earth is denied, it is almost impossible for the 
landless laboring classes to educate themselves 
properly. For example : here is a man who 
is physically strong, but mentally weak. Now, 
to make himself a complete man, he should 
cultivate and strengthen, by appropriate ex- 
ercise, his mental powers. 
For .education 


consists chiefly in the proper exercise of all 
the faculties. But he is poor, and dependant 
on his own exertions for the supply of his 
wants. If he had a free homestead of his own, 
and land enough to cultivate, but a portion of 
bis time would be necessary to secure a sup- 
ply of his wants, and the rest of his time he 
could devote to mental improvement. But he 
has not, and therefore he must go into the 
market and sell his strongest talent, which is 
ability to work. But here is another poor 
landless man, of a strong mind, but of a feeble 
constitution, who needs bodily exeieise. 
But 


he can't do more than half as much manual 
labor as the strong man can, and should he at- 
tempt to compete with him in the labor mar- 
ket, he would starve. He must therefore sell 
his strong talent to procure the means of a 
livelihood, and confine himself to sedentary 
and literary efforts, and sink into a premature 
grave. And Society is thus deprived of the 
best services of both these men, because the 
powers of neither were fully developed; the 
one lacking time and opportunity for mental, 
and the other for physical culture. And they 
each stand as the representatives of their class, 
like a tree with a great strong limb, shot out 
on one side, but without symmetrical branch- 
es and decaved at the heart, furnishing com- 
paratively little shade and fruit while living, 
and removed, without regret, when dead, to 
make room for others. 


Again. Mind, is the grent agent which en- 


ables man to modify and control matter. Mere 
unassisted, unintelligent labor can accomplish 
but little. But educated mind, searches out the 
mysteries of nature, fathoms the deep springs 
of knowledge, makes discoveries in agricul- 
ture, and in the arts and science*, invents 
machinery, and makes all the powers of na- 
ture tributary to the service of man, and thus 
increases the productiveness of human labors 
thousand fold. 
And as nature is more varied 


than art, were men, by the possession of free 
homes, and the means of becoming their own 
employers, relieved from the reality and ap- 
piehcnsion of want, and left free to follow 
the teachings of nature, and to cultivate and 
expand their powers, the progress of the race, 
in knowledge and wealth, and in all that ren- 
ders life happy and glorious, would be im- 
measurably accelerated. But irHhe present 
condition of things, the great mass of the peo- 
ple have to struggle for life, and the means 
of its continuance, and have no opportunity 
for the full and harmonious development of 
their powers. 


But Land Monopoly is opposed to nil re- 


form, and tends to conserve all the abuses of 
society. Wealth governs by talent—for mind 
move* the world, and wealth rules mind by 
subsidizing it. Now just see how this ia done. 
Here is a man who has taienfa—a strong and 
^cultivated mind. His talents are his chief 
capital, and on them he must depend for his 
support. Now, tnke any reform you please, 
he cannot advocate it, and live. And why ? 
Because the people don't like to pay a man 
for reproving them of their sins. It is bad 
enough, they think, to be told publicly that 
they are sinners, without being asked to pay 
for tl\e information. It is too much like call- 
ing on a criminal to pay the expenses qf his 
arrest and conviction, to make it plensunt.— 
Take Land Reform, for instance. He can't 
advocate the cause of the landless, nor can 
the landless command his services, and for the 
plainest of reasons—they are poor and 
no money to pay him, nnd he can't work for 
nothing. The money is to be bad on the oth- 
er side of the question. And as for starving, 
for conscience's sake, it isn't to be thought of, 
when there is abundance of land. And so he 
fills his mouth with the good things the,land 
monopolists furnish him, HIU! keeps quiet.— 
Or, if he talks at all, he talks for the clients 
ffhopay. 
Hence, those who are devoted to 


the science of fees—fees simple, double, and 
multiplied t know not how tnrfny times, are 
generally found on the Land Monopolists' 
side. 'Twould be strange if they were not. 
They would not be true to their profession 
and to their historical reputation', if they were 
not. 
They would not be Uking tha part of 


those, who, like themselves, live by their 
if they were not. 


So with the clergyman. He may denounce 


unpopular sins—sina in general and tint in 
particular, if committed by tke poorer mem- 
bora. But let him touch a* sin "which nestles 
in tbe borora of the church, under the cloak 
of one of his richest nmnbers, and he might as 
well stir upaaeitof rattle-snake* with lu*un-

been educated to regard acquisitiveness, se» 
cretlfeneas, combfttiveness, destraetfveness, 
and two or three other nesses as the chief car- 
dinal virtuesJand tbdir oppositea as unpardon- 
able sins. Nor can he advocate Land Beform, 
without arraying against him Land Monopol- 
ists and capitalists, and becoming quite fami- 
liar with the words, "Stop my paper." 
And I 


could not, if I had not the most friendly un- 
derstanding with the people, growing out of a 
solemn covenant I made with them years ago, 
in which,—bread and butter not being once 
named as part of the conditions—I agreed on 
my part to speak just what I thought, and 
the people, on their part, agreed to let me. 


(But under a system of Land Limitation, 


with free homes for all, nnd tbe means of be- 
coming their own employers, if they chose, 
wealth would remain to him who produced it, 
and the people would be independent. And 
whenever any proposition for reform was pre- 
sented, instead of looking out to the public 
weather vanes.^wbich are generally regula- 
ted by a,few skilful artificers, whose trade is to 
manufacture public opinion—they would ex- 
amine the proposition in the light of first prin- 
ciples ; and instead of asking, as now, will it 
pay, they would ask, as they should, is it 
riyht.
